} In comparing this list with the name list of the 1954 Peking Conference, I was startled to 
see how many had been considered church leaders in good standing in 1954, but have since been 
denounced, and so their names no longer appear. I may have missed some, but the list of those 
proscribed since 1954 (not including those denounced in earlier years) includes at least the fol- 
lowing: Tung Hung-en, Shanghai; Fan Ai-shih, Ningpo; James Chen, Foochow; Chou Ching- 
tse, Amoy; Francis Wei, Bishop Chang Hai-sung and True Jesus Church leader Chiang Ioh-han 
of Wuhan; Lutheran Yu Yuin, Methodist Li Ch'ang-shu and CCC Li Yung-wu of Changsha; 

Ts'ai Chih-ch*uang, YMCA, of Nanchang; Congregational pastor Wang Tzu-chung and former 


Farmer editor Liu Ling-chiu of Peking; Ma Hsing-ke, prominent pastor of Paoting; and I think 
Baptist leader Wallace Wang in Chengtu. 


In addition to these whom we know to have been denounced, there are several others whose 
names we should have expected to find here but do not. These include Ai Nien-san, prominent 
Lutheran pastor of Shanghai; Lin Yung-wu, former editor of the Hsieh Chin in Shanghai; Wan 
Fu-lin, prominent CCC pastor in Wuhan; Bishop Timothy Ling, SKH, of Peking; Li Lien-k‘e 
(Daniel Li), prominent Methodist leader in Chengtu and Shao Feng-yuan (Ernest Shao) and 
K'ang Te-sheng, prominent CCC leaders in Peking. Have they too suffered the fate of these 
others? Possibly some of them have reached the age of retirement from active service. 


On the other hand, the very large number of church leaders who have continued in positions 
of responsibility from pre-Liberation days to the present gives ground for hope that the radical 
changes which have taken place (and are still going on) are not too destructive of the funda- 
mental Christian gospel.

COUNTRY CHURCHES UNDER THE COMMUNES 


Two of the speeches reported in the January-February number of Tien Feng as given at the 
Shanghai Conference in January tell about church life in the country. They are #4 and #7 in our 
October Bulletin list. There has been so much pessimistic speculation that the weaker country 
churches would probably all have died out by this time that it is worth noting that these two | 
articles indicate real life in the country churches. 


The country churches in both Chekiang and Shantung come under criticism for two reasons: 
First, their activities interfere with production. Secondly, they engage in illegitimate activi- 
ties, meaning by this chiefly faith-healing and exorcism. But these, if they can be called faults 
at all, are not the faults of a dying church, but of one which is very much alive. 


The Shantung article refers to five different counties in the province: Li-ch ‘eng in central 
Shantung, Ts‘ang-shan and Ling-i in south central Shantung, and Ch‘i-ho and Fei-ch’eng in 
west central Shantung. — 


Kueite Commune occupies just a part of Li-ch’eng County, and the Liu-kuan Production 
Brigade is just a part of that Commune. But within this one Production Brigade there are seven 
churches with seventeen workers or “responsible persons.” Two of these workers are identified 
by name. Chang Tao-sheng is an elder in the Spiritual Grace Church (Ling En Hui), He is criti- 
cized for being too effective in raising money for church work, thus “impoverishing his church 
members." Within the course of several years he was able to raise enough money to-build a 
church building of "ten-room” size. 


But the most colorful character is a Bible woman by the name of Love-the-Lord Li (Li Ai- 
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chu). In the spring of 1960, when a drought was on and the fields were too dry to plant, all the 
workers in the Commune were out digging irrigation ditches to bring water to the drought- 
stricken fields. But Miss Li gathered together 150 church members from twenty different villages 
for a prayer-meeting, presumably, though the article does not say so, to pray for rain. By doing 
this she kept all these people away from their proper work. Shortly after it did rain (post hoc 
ergo propter hoc?), and then a frantic planting campaign started. But Miss Li instead gathered 
her people together for a thanksgiving service, interfering still more with production activities. 

When the harvest time came, the Communist cadre in charge ordered Love-the-Lord Li to 
go out into the fields and cut wheat. She replied, “I must first go home and pray about it, to 
see if my Lord is willing for me to do that.." Shortly afterwards she returned and said to him, 
"No, my Lord is not willing for me to go into the fields to cut wheat, and moreover He told me 
to tell you that if you order me again to go He will afflict you with boils. " 

In another section this same redoubtable lady is criticized for not thinking very much of the 
communes. She is reported to have said, “The commune is not as good as individual working. 
And as for the mess halls, they get worse every day. " 

We cannot of course jump to the conclusion that country church life in other communes is 
as vigorous as in this one. But it is apparent from these two articles that all throughout Shantung 


and Chekiang there is a fairly vigorous country church life which, from the standpoint of the 
Three Self Movement, needs to be regulated. 


CHINESE CHRISTIAN MAGAZINES
